Madison,

Fred A. Baxter of Superior has pre- 
sented a bill in the upper house pro- 
viding for a tax on ore at the iron 
mines of twenty cents a ton. The, 
states of Minnesota and Michigan are , 
already considering bills of a similar 
character. Mr. Baxter says that 65 - 
000000 tons of ore were shipped down 
the lakes last year from the states of 
Minnesota, Michigan and Wisconsin, 
that this 
ore when 
manufactured 


brought a profit to the owners of ap- 
proximately Sl.000,000,000. . 


"Whv 
should this great industry go 
untaxed?" asked Senator Baxter in an 
interview today. "The records of the 
tax commission show that there is an- 
nually mined in Wisconsin about one 
and one-half million tons of ore. 
ir 
this tax were applied it would bring 
an annual revenue to the state of ap- 
proximately $300,000. The hi 1 wh ch | 
1 have introduced provides that this , 
money shall go toward the construc- 
tion of the highways of 
the st»t«. 
Iron ore is a state resource. 
It be- 
longs to all the people, Just at the 
present time there is scarcely a man 
in the state who would dispute the 
proposition 
that 
what 
Wisconsin 
needs is more and better highways. 
It is the crying need today and for 
that reason I have provided that the 
money collected from the 
ore 
tax 
shall be used in highway construc- 


tl0Senalor Baxter is hopeful that the 
states of Minnesota and Michigan will 
enact laws of 
a 
similar character. 
Such a law in Minnesota would prac- 
tically pay the entire expense of run- 
ning the state government, said Sen- 
ator Baxter. Another suggestion con- 
tained in the Baxter bill is designed 
to aid the small producer of ore. The 
senator says that it is a well kno»n 
fact that practically all of the ore is 
handled by larse corporations backed 
by millions. Occasionally three

COMMISSIONERS DECIDE AT

State Department Investigators Will 


Aid Outside Experts to be Em- 


ployed by City—Expense 


About $1,000. 


Janesville is to have a survey of its 
school system. Action was taken by 
the board of education which passed 
a motion for the same in accordance 
with the preliminary investigations 
of Superintendent H. H, Faust and 
Commissioner J. T. Hooper. There 
was no 
opposition to the proposed 
measure at the meeting last evening, 
and all discussion 
centered around 
matters oE procedure and method. 
"I believe that if a survey is worth 
having, it is worth our while to make 
as good a one as is reasonably pos- 
sible" declared Mr. Hooper. "We can- 
not possibly state at this time what 
the cost will be and • what various 
forms the details of investigation will 
take, but I do believe that we are in 
favor o£ the survey, and in this have 
the backing of the entire city. 
State Offers Services. 
The survey, as it is to be carried 


out, will be done by state officers ana 
by outside experts employed by this 
city. 
Mr. Faust and Mr. Hooper had 


a. conference 
with 
C. P. Cary, the 
state superintendent of education, at 
Madison last week, at which time he 
offered to Janesville the services ot 
his entire 
survey 
department, the 
state to pay all charges and expenses. 
When questioned as to his attitude on 
securing outside experts, and incor- 
porating their findings and recommen- 
dations into his report on the survey, 
Mr. Cary acquiesced at once declaring 
that he believed this method would ie- 
suit in the most thorough survey. 
It in likely, therefore, that prelimi- 
nary investigation will start within a 
week or ten days, when officers of the 
state department will come here to 
oesln the detailed work. These peo- 
ple will carry the survey m a detailed 
form into 
the various /departments 
and branches of the school system. 
Thev will begin, for instance, a series 
of efficiency and mental tests among 
the.children of the schools, to deter- 
mine whether Janesville s teaching on 
the whole has been up to the standard 
ascertained from 
an

of a 
large number of such tests. 
State investigators will also look in 


to the condition of buildings, Irom the 
point of 
view of 
sanitation, correct 
construction 
and 
arrangement, and 
safetv they will make preliminary 
survevs of " the 
pedadagoglc system 
prevailing, of the courses of study, or 
the teachers, of the organization of 
the school department, of the finances, 
und of the administration. 
Outside Experts to Aid. . 
After these

their work the experts from outside 
will be called in to go over the field 
with the results of the preliminary

supposes. Mr. Bryan's vocabulary is 
too large for hrs. to trouble himself 
much with dictionaries. He is willing 
to countenance fighting "in the event 
of invasion." He means his hearers 
to consider invasion simply in tne 
sense of a violation of territory. But 
the dictionary says that the word 
means more than this. There can.be 
an invasion of privacy, or an invasion 
° During the course of the war, Can- 
ada's borders have not been invaded. 
But her rights on the high seas have 
been invaded in a sense more serious 
by far than, for instance, the Fenian 
invasion of the '60's. !u every real 
sense of the word this country was 
repeatedly invaded up to the crown- 
ins- Sussex incident; and it was the 
arrest of that invasion, not of our ter- 
ritory, but of our rights, which led to 
the exaction of Germany's provisional 
pledge now callously withdrawn. 
Years of peace and prosperity have 


deadened our people to the dangerous 
selfishness and moral cowardice of 
the peace proposals here exemplified. 
Their plausibility appeals to an un- 
happilv large class of sentimentalists 
who do not do their own thinking and 
are willing lo be led by tnoset^°' '° 
anv thorough sense, do no thinking 
atall. Much of this sort of thing can 
bo and has been tolerated m times 
o?pp"ce'even with the rest of thr 
world at war. But with our nationa

CONSIDER PROJECT 


WORK ^TEACHING 


OF AGRICULTURE 


Method* of Instruction Are Discussed 


at Meeting of Southern Wis- 


consin Tejichers. 
(By A. B. West.) 


One of the important sections of 
the Southern Wisconsin Teachers as- 
sociation which met in the capital city, 
of < Madison, Feb. 9 and 10. was 
the 
agricultural section, which held a ses- 
sion on Feb. 9 with F. T. Ullrich of 
Plattevine normal school presiding, 
and Allen B. West of Janesvllle high 
school as acting secretary. The aftei- 
noon was mainly devoted to a discus- 
sion of the project work in. connec- 
tion with the agricultural teaching jn 
the high schools of the state. 
The pragram was opened ,oy H. ;N. 
Goddard, ffie state high school inspect 
or of agriculture, who discussed 
The 
Present Status of Project 
Work in 
Wisconsin." 
Mr. Goddard said that 
the state department of education rw-- 
ognizeti from the beginning; that agri- 
culture is a vocational .study; hence it 
must have a vocational outlook; there- 
fore after organizing class room worK, 
laboratory work was also organized 
this laboratory work including various 
projects. 
These projects are of tw o 
kinds, individual 
projects, in which 
one bov is responsible for the project 
undertaken, such as that of planting 
and caring for a garden, or keeping .a 
milk record of a. certain 
cow; and 
grou» proj-ects in which a class aa a 
whqjfe is responsible for the work, 
•which ;aaybe the feeding of calves for 
beef or the caring of a school garden 
plot or the raising of some crop. A 
school plot is not necessary for pro- 
ject work. Of the eighty-two schools 
in th» state which had four year 
courses in agriculture last year, only 
thirty-lwo schools had plots. 
There are three problems presented 
br the work. 
First, how to get the 
work organized: second, how to get 
work supervised; thira. how to «fit 
the work reported. In order to meet 
the second problem, that of supervi- 
sion, thirty-three of the high school 
boards employ their teachers of agri- 
culture for eleven months of the year, 
and twn for ten months. This is deem- 
ed of so much importance that a bill 
lias been introduced into the state leg- 
islature to make tie employment of 
the teacher 
of 
agriculture 
eleven 
months in the year obligatory, m or- 
der to secure certain state aid offered 
to such schools. 
As to reporting it is recommended 
that the pupils, whether working sing- 
ly or in -groups, be required to make 
exact reports of what they are doing, 
and that the teachers report their 
work of supervising regularly to the 
SCMr01 G°tSdard followed his talk by 
an exhibition of Lantern slides show- 
ing various projects. This consisted 
of well selected pictures of haby beef 
raised by one school..dairy cows cared 
for by another, incubators operated by 
school boys, cabbages raised by oth- 
ers, a poultry house built by pupils, 
and various county and school fair ex- 
hibits. 
The principal address of the after- 
noon was made by Eugene Davenport, 
dean of the agricultural college of tlsfl 
TTnivfei»ity of Illinois. His topic was 
"The Use of the Out-of-Door labora- 
tory ill the Teaching of Agriculture. 
In the opening of his address he paid 
a tribute to Dean Henry of the Wis- 
consin college of agriculture, giving 
him credit for bMns; the first man in 
all of the United States to give real 
agricultural instruction, being the ilrat 
to give work in the out-of-door Iabora- 
torv 
Dean Davenport expressed hini- 
self as heartily in favor of the employ- 
ment of the agricultural teacher for 
twelve months of the year, with a va- 
cation of one month, that be may prop- 
eraly direct and supervise projects. 


• Some of the important points made 
by Dean Davenport are as follows: 
"Great tgachors have all been out- 
of-door teachers. It is slow teaching, 
but it is the only real teaching. It up- 
sets tl?e regular school-program and 
for ttn't reason has for mwiy years 
been crowded out. It is now coming 
JiSo its own and bringing education 
into real life and real life into educa- 
tl°'!0ut-of-door projects take time and 
nrojects that require considerable la- 
bor and extensive records are the pro- 
ject" of the RTPateRt value. 
"The work should not be made un- 
scientific by the offering of prizes; 
prize projects 
and regular projects 
should not be mixed. The teaching 
«hould keep within sane boundaries, 
not taking the abnormal nor deceiv- 
ing the boy. To work so hard for 
prizes as to raise an abnormal crop 
of corn, costing more for fertilizers 
than the crop is worth, or raising a 
pig in such a way that the cost of the 
grain exceeds that of the pork, are 
examples of unscientific and wholly 
undesirable projects. 
"We have in the past taken the 
child away from the home to educate 
him. In the proper teaching of agri- 
culture we have the opportunity to 
take the country boy .back to the home 
and bring home and school together. 
So far as possible the laboratory work 
of the agriculture course should be 
done on the farms and In the barns. 
'If this is not possible then school
